DETAILED ACTION 
Status Of Claims 

1 . This Office Action is in response to an amendment received 1 2/9/201 0 in wliicli 
Applicant lists claims 9-1 1 and 19 as being withdrawn, claims 1, 12, 25 and 27-30 as 
being cancelled, claim 31 as being currently amended, and claims 2-8, 13-18, 20-24, 26 
and 32-35 as being previously presented. It is interpreted by the examiner that claims 2- 
11,1 3-24, 26 and 31 -35 are pending. 

Election/Restrictions 

2. This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 9- 
1 1 and 1 9 directed to at least one group non-elected without traverse. Accordingly, 
claims 9-11 and 19 have been cancelled. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 1 12 

3. The amendments to the claims dated 12/9/201 0 are accepted. The rejections of 
the claims made under 35 USC 112 second paragraph and cited in the office action 
mailed 11/1 2/201 0 are hereby withdrawn. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

4. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1.312.

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 2-8, 1 3-18, 20-24, 26, and 31 -35 are allowed. 

6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claim 31 is allowable over the cited art of record for at least the reason that the 
cited art of record fails to teach or reasonably suggest a complex polarizer system 
comprising a first polanzing beam splitting layer (PI) being configured to split an 
unpolarized light beam propagating along a first axis (A1) into a transmitted linearly 
polarized light beam transmitted by first polarizing beam splitting layer (PI), and a 
reflected linearly polarized light beam reflected by first polarizing beam splitting layer 
(P1) along a second axis (A2); a second polarizing beam splitting layer (P2) being 
arranged along the first axis (A1) such that the first axis (A1) and the second polarizing 
layer vector (V2) span a plane which is normal to the plane spanned by the first axis 
(A1) and a first polarizing layer vector (VI), the second polarizing beam splitting layer 
(P2) and the first polarizing beam splitting layer (PI) therefore being configured as a 
polarizing beam splitting system, wherein the transmitted linearly polarized beam which 
was transmitted by the first polarizing beam splitting layer (PI) along the first axis (A1) 
is reflected at the second polarizing beam splitting layer (P2) without interjacent 
polarization rotating components, wave plates or active rotators, between the first and 
second polarizing beam splitting layers (PI, P2); a third polarizing beam splitting layer 
(P3) being arranged along the second axis (A2) such that the second axis (A2) and the 
third polarizing layer vector (V3) span a plane which is normal to the plane spanned by 
the second axis (A2) and the first polarizing layer vector (VI), the third polarizing beam 
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splitting layer (P3) and the first polarizing beam splitting layer (P1) therefore being 
configured as a polarizing beam splitting system 

wherein the reflected linearly polarized beam reflected by the first polarizing 
beam splitting layer (P1) into the second axis (A2) is transmitted at the third polarizing 
beam splitting layer (P3) without interjacent polarization rotating components, wave 
plates or active rotators, between the first and the third polarizing beam splitting layers 
(P1 , P3), as generally set forth in claim 31 , the device including the totality of the 
particular limitations recited in the remainder of claim 31 . Claims 2-8, 13-18, 20-24, 26, 
and 32-35 depend from claim 31 and therefore are allowable for at least the same 
reasons as claim 31.
